Some people call this 
summer time but most garden- 
ers call it crab grass time. If 
yours is not doing well, you're 
not giving it the neglect it 
needs. Possibly you're not 
mowing close enough to give 
the crab grass a chance. May- 
be you are fertilizing too often. 
Worst of all, you may be giv- 
ing your lawn the correct amount 
of water. You just can’t be 
careless and have good crab 
grass. 

If you have a good stand 
and want to retum to a con- 
ventional lawn try our crab 
grass controls. These can be 
used on dichondra lawns, ber- 
muda lawns, or pure crabgrass 
lawns. One is a liquid called 
Weedone Sodar, the other is a 
granule named Germains ''12 
Brand’’. We’ll loan you a 
sprayer or spreader which your 
wife can easily get over the 
whole yard in half an hour. Or 
you can doit yourself in about 
half a day. The kids will be 
glad to show you how it works. 

If you are vacationing in- 
stead of facing it like a man, 
be sure to mulch the valuable 
plants to keep the roots cool 
and moist. Small trees should 
be staked in case the wind 
blows and large trees should 
be watered deeply to keep 
them green and healthy.
